THE OCEAN YACHT RACE.

Additionn! Particulars of the Catastro=
Phe on the Flectwing.

Mr. E, Staples, who was one ot the goests on
bourd the fyacnt Fleetwing duriog the Atlantie
match, has arrived in this city by the steamer
Persin. This gentlemun brings a detailed ae-
count of the melancholy acewdent which led to
the loss of six of the crew of the vessel, which
is to the following effeut:—On Wednesday, De-
cember 19, at ten minutes past ® o'clock in the
evenlug, 8s the Fleetwing was seadding along,
wilh the wateh, consisting ol eight wen, slting
on the wedth or gide of the eockpit, the gallant
eraft was struck aft of starbosrd main rgeine
by # very heavy crosg sea,

Rushing astern, the water with all its fury
cnught the cockpit and earred the whole of the
elght meun seated around it into the angry
waves. 80 great wias the foree of the sea that
Messre. Wood and Hazleton, who were at the
tme in charge of the wheel, clutched convul-
sively its spokes, only, however, to tind tnem too
wenk (o resist ite power or to avert their fate,
a: they conld pot sustain the heavy straiv thns
put upon them, but parted from their sockets,
Captain Hazlvton actually went down to nis
watery grave tirmly holuing one in his elenched
bund.

Two ouly of those who were thus suddenly
engulied in the seething ocean were recovered;
these were fortunate enough to lay bold of the
w'ysall, and were rescucd from their perilous
position by their comrades, while the remaning
six were soon beyond the reach of all human
bhelp. The names of all but one of these unfor-
tunate mey are already known—Captuins Wood |
and Hazleton, and Messrs, Kelly, McCormick,
and Brown. |

Mr, Staples was, at the time of the sad ocour- |
renee, down below, Hghting his pipe, but foel
ing the concussien caueed by thestriking of the
seu, he, with Captain Thomas, rushed on deck.
The sight which met their view was & most
affecting one—the cockpit, which but a few
minutes before they bad seen filled with the
walch, cleun swept of every living sounl, and
the deck and pit, from the main rigging aft,
completely covered with water. Several of the
men, whose watch was below st the time, were
soon on deck, and everything that conld lead
to the recovery of their messmates was al once |
done, though unfortunsately 1o no purpose.

The Fleetwing experienced some pretty heavy
weather duting her trip, and sustained more
losses of canvas, ete,, thand did her oppouents,
The first night at sea, while Jibbing, she carried
sway her square sail boom and maln topmust
spregder, and on the second unight she carried
away three flying jib booms, }
